I have been instructed by Oebra Ouhs of the National Council, Soy Scouts 
of America, to send copies of the enclosed material to you. We have not 
been formally served with notice of this suit and at this stage only know 
what is included in the news story. 

We were aware of the incident when it occurred and the offender, Charles 
Herring, was registered as an Assistant Scoutmaster at the time. He was 
arrested, tried and convicted and sentenced to 2? years in the state 
penitentiary and 2\ years probation. His registration was cancelled by 
the local council on the date of the offense and he was a i so notified by 
the leadership of Troop 3 that he was no longer registered with the troop. 

The boy involved was not a registered Scout although he had visited a 
troop meeting. The activity where the offense occurred was not a Scout 
activity but an oucing involving che offender and two boys. The act 
involved soliciting by the man and 3 contact by hand only. As far as we 
have been able to determine, this is the first record of an offense. 

I met last evening with the pastor of First Lutheran Church and about 
1 2 members of the i r Troop Commi ttee. I was accompan ied by Reuben Oav i s , 
Council Vice President for Camping and also an active Scoutmaster and an 
attorney. Purpose of the meeting was to discuss liability coverage, 
possible contacts that will be made by press and/or attorneys or investi- 
gators. We requested that statements be limited to acknowledging that 
they knew Mr. Herring when he was involved with the program but that they 
refer any callers to Herb McCoggins at the local Boy Scout office, 

I was instructed by Oebra Ouhs co ask you to contact her before assigning^' 
an attorney to this case.

Tuesday alleging a Boy Scouts 
leader made lewd advances to* 
ward her son on a 1987 outing. 

Charles Francis Herring, 40, 
pleaded guilty May 22 to a charge 
af molesting the boy. He was 
sentenced July 21 to 2V* years In 
prison plus ZVk years of proba- 
tion- 
Named as defendants In the 
Tulsa District Court civil lawsuit 
are Herring, the Boy Scouts of 
America, and the First Lutheran 
Church of Tulsa, sponsor of the 
boy^ troop. 

The suit claims Herring made 
improper advances and placed his 



him a ride home from an outing. 

The suit alleges the Boy Scouts 
of America and the church negli- 
gently put Herring In a position of 
trust as a troop leader. 

In the criminal case. Herring 
was accused of offering the boy 
$20 to perform a sex act while 
they were alone at Turkey Moun- 
tain park on Aorii 21, 1987. The 
boy refused, police said. 

The boy said Herring fondled 
him inside a truck later that day, 
a Department of Corrections sen- 
tencing report said. 

Herring, of Tulsa, claimed he. 
was an assistant scoutmaster and 
met the boy a week before 
through scouting, the report said. 




Death Pen 
Sought in 

Worid Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON - Oklahoma 
officials Tuesday asked the Su 
preme Court to reinstate the 
death penalty for a Muskogee 
man who killed bis former boss 
and slashed the throat* of the 
. murder victim's wife. 

The death penalty given tt 
William Thomas Cartwright 
was vacated by the 10th U.3. 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Den- 
ver on grounds that the victim 
wasn't tortured prior to the 
slaying in a "heinous" manner. 

He is now serving a life sen- 
tence. 

Prosecutors said Hugh Riddle 
was shot and killed from close 
range in 1982 after his wife dis- 
covered Cartwright In their 
Muskogee home. 

Cartwright, the Supreme 
Court was told, shot Mrs. Riddle 
in both legs when she confront- 
ed him in a bathroom hallway in 
the home. 

Cartwright then went to the 
living room where he killed Rid- 
dle with one blast from a shot- 
gun, the court was told. 

He then went to a bedroom 
where Mrs. Riddle was attempt-
